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ALBERTA LIBERAL PARTY SPLIT ON GA 


Lobbying actions with poli- 
ticiaris are beginning to pay 
Givicends for Alberta's gay 
people. This can be seen from 
the reception of a delegation of 
twelve men anc. women from GAT# 
(edmonton) at the Alberta Liber- 
al Convention in Kec Deer on 
February 14. ‘the convention or- 
Zanizers were generally polite, 
perhaps even a bit solicitous, in 
setting up an impromptu meeting 
with party leader Nick Taylor and 
Alberta's only federal represent- 
ative, Senator Hastings. 

hile spokespeople for the 
gay Celegation met with party 
officials, other members of the 
Jopbying team distributed lear- 
lets to the convention delegates. 
The leaflets statec our concern 
over the federal Tiberal govern- 
ments failure to include gay 
people uncer the proposed Can- 
adian Human [iights Act (Bill 
C-72), and called on the Alberta 
Gipera, Party to include gay 
Civil rights as an official part 
Cle Lis program. 


ee 4 IGHT oS L5oUE 


Nxtx Taylor reaffirmed the 
position he adopted during the 
Alberta election in 1975: that 
he supports inclusion of the term 
“sexual orientation” in The In- 
diviacual’s fight Protection Act 
and The Alberta Bill ofiiights. 
Taylor told the press that he re- 
gards this proposal as “eminently 
sensible", The new president of 
the Alberta Liberal Association, 
sharon Carstairs, also supporta 
gay rights. 

There are indications, how- 
ever, that in spite of Taylor's 
support there are areas in which 
he is not prepared to support us, 
Notably, this includes areas of 
employment where young people 
are involved. In view of these 
reservations expressed by Taylor, 
if is clear he has not completely 
overcome belief in traditional 
stereotypes of gay people. 

The Gay celegation was not 
so well received by former party 
presicent, Jack Fickett, To the 
visible embarassment of other 
party officials, Pickett shred- 
ded the leaflet handed to him 
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and suggested that. the remaining 
es should be disposed of up 
the ass of the leafleter. Only 
the influence of three of his 
colleagues restrained Pickett 
from physically expelling one 
member of the gay contingent 
from the building. 

The Liberal Party was fur- 
ther embarassed by Jack Fickett's 
Statements to the press. His 
comments were objectionable on 
two counts. By referring to the 
lesbian members of the lobbying 
team as “hags" which “no man 
Would touch", Pickett reveals a 
total objectification of women 
which is an affront to all women, 
lesbian and non-lesbian alike. 
And further, by stating that 
"this minority should not be al- 
lowed ne oP ce thei; Opinawon 
Fickett shows a frightening dis- 
regard for the give-anc-take of 
parliame sntary cemocracy. 

Taken as a whole the iied 
veer action was a marked success. 
It received widespread coverage 
in the press, valuable for two 
reasons. Wore members of the 
public are now aware of the or- 
ganized gay liberation movement 
ENvrltse Objectives, And more 
members of the public now know 
that our politicians are beginn- 
ingto responce. to gay cemands. 

The success of the action 
in fec Deer reaffirms the value 
of the public struggle for gay 
Paenbe. Perhaps with more ef- 
fort, even:.the government will 
begin to listen.
